methods practiced by the Contra Costa 
Water Company, as gleaned from Us laat 
annual report filed with the City Clerk. 
Thia company waa Incorporated ia Is&J, 
with a capital stock of $250,000. From thia 
it will ba seen that from a vary modest; be- 
ginning with three incorporates, A. Cha- 
bot, Eemi Chabot and Henry Pierce, U 
baa expanded to a. mammoth conoera, 
having a plantworih, when the water rates 
are to be fixtd,.}3,500,000. 


The detailed atatement of the ContraCoata 


Water Company for the year 1894, tiled 
with the City Olirk on January Slat of thia 
year is a »ort of Bpbynx. The total re- 
ceipts for tha year are set down at $337,- 


; 370 12 from aale of water and f 10,000 from 


j sale of bonda. It aeems incredible, but the 
figures show that tS30] 21 were expended 
for maintenance at San Leandro Lake, and 
It will startle those who have all along 
thought that theOontra Ooata waa a catch- 
ment concern and that ita supply of water 
raaobeA laa reservoirs or "lake" on the 
gravity proposition, to learn that during 
the year laat pait the company expanded 
{2374 85 for pumping. 


Tho report asserts under oat'a that taa 


company hu 21 0 roilos of atreet mains. I 
Jo not question the hcneity of purpose of 
the gentlemen who aabmlttitd thia report, 
but 1 tiiink there mine tw a mistake oC 
abont lOtl miles of main. These type writ- 
ing inachtnsa have an ugly habit of pop- 
ping; up the wrong figure just when yon 
ire mo.it aaralul of yotir statistics. 


Another figure in tbe item of expanses

This single bit of information gleaned 


from the annual report of ttie Contra Coata 
Water Company is worth thousands of 
dollars to the people ot Oakland as an ob- 
ject lAsaoo. to tha observing it tell a its 
own atory, and it is a story taut should ba 
well oonned that we may profit thereby. 
The Oakland Watar Company—any watar 
company that comes iu with olean hands 
and the tenamty of purpose that guaran- 
tees staying qualities—is a benefactor to 
Oakland next in importance to the court 
that gives the final decision on the water 
front issue in favor of the city. 


ACTING EQUABILT.'.J 


It mast bs conceded to the pafclsnd 


Water Company that it has sought for no 
advantage, asked for no special privilege, 
has not attempted to deceive the authori- 
ties or the people, bat has gone quietly 
along, extending ita system, serving ita 
customers and collecting for Its aarrice the 
rate agreed upon as a fair compensati on. 
It has not varied iti rate, charging one 
home above raine and another below it. 
It has not, as far ai I am aware, sought to 
either bribe or coerce thois waa eoald giva 
it special favors. It bas not gone luto 
politics, nor uied iu mo nay to elect its 
friends and defeat those it conld not eon- 
trot. So far it is clean-handed, straight- 
forward and manly. Let as hope it will 
continue on the even tenor of its way. 
When it goes into politics and relies 
more oa the power of its money tban upon 
it* manner of dealing with tbe public or 
the quality of the watar supplied Its pat- 
loas, (or the attainment of ita anda, no one 
will moro promptly placa upon U the seal 
of condemnation than' mrself.

TI'C place must bo ono of the Govern- 
mental curiosities of tbe world, and Us 
mention in tho works of the author of tne 
book warrants tta accuracy. The Island is 
named Okushir aud ia situated in tho Soa 
of Japan, olf tho main island of Ye»:o.

fourteen miloi lone, !,ovun miles wide 
and has an nreaof lifty-r.x square milns. 
'Ine essay s»ya that when in 1383 prohi- 


bition was first spoken of there were 240 
people on the island whoso sole dopcnii- 
:uce was the catching of herring m tb o, 
fulling notion. At that t rue the inlanders 
consumed SSOcaskffof aako, or new boor, 
besides much brandy CHCQ year. But the 
nerrlng fishing (a-.ledoue year and there 
was much need boca u»o of it. Then tbo 
people act their thieliers to work and 
wisely concluded tbat there were some 
tliingo they could do without, nnd perhaps 
they could buy moro food to store away if 
uoh things bo dispensed witn. Tuo lirst 
thing they thought ot wab sake nnd brandy. 
So they drew np a preamble relating tna 
conditions npon which their action was 
taken and followed that with some stein- 
gent la\va forbidding the sale or manufac- 
ture of intoxicitiiiK liquors. They pro- 
vided fines to assist in the enforcement of 
the laws, and all thu male adults of thu 
Island signed the article, which they des- 
ignated n contract. 
Tue contract waa to bold binding for fivo 
years. When it expired, in 1S90, it was re- 
newed again, and it will expire again In 
1805. At tho end of the first term of five 
years the islanders wore moro thin satis- 
tied with tlmir procreis, and attributed It 
to tho measures taten in the contract. 


Tliay found that thmr population had 


increased live-fold, the capital invested in 
fishing had increased ten-fold, tbe popula- 
tion no longer depended on flsbing for its 
subsistence,

were roads broken 
through the forests of tlie is aud, there 
wera tour largo granaries used to store the 
public cereals, and a farm had been broken 
Where hemp to the value of $2000 was 
raised in one season.
